W HEN Dickens died in 1870 an artist made a drawing of the library in 
which he worked and wrote and this picture was published in the 
Graphic in London under the heading of “The Empty Chair." 
Everything was the same as though the writer had merely stepped out 
—but that empty chair told a great story—the Master was gone. It was 
just a room then, like thousand of others. 
Most of us 
all of us, sooner or later—know the full meaning behind 
the empty chair. No one can adequately All the chair of one beloved, once 
it is made vacant. But this one thing we can do—we can fill that chair 
—of all the good that its occupant did while in life. 
A mother writes to me of her grief in the loss of an only child. I can 
think of few—if any—sorrows so profound and devastating to the human 
heart. To lose a laughing child is like clipping a bud before its bloom. 
But there are always compensations. To have had a treasure for a 
little while is vastly better than not to have had it at all. And then there 
are the lovely memories that grow richer with the years, as the sorrow of 
the loss grows less. 
When but a small child I lost the only brother I ever had. All I re­ 
member of him is what my mother told me—and th* tiny stone that 
marks his grave in a little country cemetery near Grand Rapids, Michi­ 
gan. I used to wander out there to that mysterious grave and put a 
handful of flowers upon it, and sometimes I would pluck the wild flowers 
that grow near it and run home to show them to the mother, whose 
heart was so empty—like the chair that Dickens left in his work room. 
Sometimes I imagine I have that brother—and silently we talk to each 
other, as though life knew us both. Often I imagine that he whispers 
encouragement to rile. Perhaps he does! 
To mothers in sorrow—to all in sorrow—I would say that life is al­ 
ways ahead. All regrets are in vain. The crushed flower is all the sweet­ 
er in the perfume that it gives out. Memories mellow and grow golden 
with the years.
